• Islam and its opposite is disbelief (kufr). 

• Sanity and its opposite is insanity. 
Discemment, and its opposite is 
childhood. 

Purification of body, clothes and place of 
prayer. 

Covering the (‘Awra). 

Facing the Qiblah. 

Entry of prayer’s time. 

• Ablution (removal of “hadath”, greater 
and minor)

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It’s Sunnah to pray four units (rak'ah) before ‘Asr prayer, the Prophet said: “May Allah hâve 
mercy upon the one who performs four units (rak‘ahs) before ‘Asr prayer. “ Narrated by Abu 
Dawüd and Al- Tirmidhï”. 


Emphasized Sunna means: prayers which the Prophet kept on performing 










(1) ’lbn ‘Umar narrated : “I saw him (i.e. the Messenger of Allah) at the time of saying Takbir raising his hands up to the level of his shoulders ..." 
agreed upon. 

(2) It’s sunnah to place the right hand on the top of the left hand, or on the top of the back of the palm, the wrist and the forearm, and should not place 
them on the waist or below. Sahl bln Sa‘d (may Allah be pleased with him) narrated: “ People were ordered to place the right hand on the left forearm 


in prayer.” Narrated by Al- Bukhârî. 
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I face the Qiblah, then raise my hands with the fingers stretching up, making my 
hands close to my shoulders or ears, facing the Qibla and looking at the place of 
prostration, saying the opening Takbïr (Takbiratul-’lhrârn^ 1 ) : 

«Allâhu Akbar» “ Allah is the Greatest” 

Then I place my right hand over my left hand ( 2 ), and I remember that I am standing 

before the Lord of mankind.

I recite the opening supplication (Du‘à al ’lsteftah) 

(It is Sunnah By the prophet gj§, saying: 

( Subhanaka Allàhumma wa bihamdika watabarak asmuka, 
wata‘ala jadduka wala ’ilaha ghayruka) 

“Glory is to you, Ô Allah and praise, blessed is Your name and exalted 
is Your Majesty, there is none worthy of worship but You.” 0) 


Or I say:

Next I recite the opening chapter (Sürat al - Fâtihah) in every unit 
(Rak'ah) of prayer. I move my lips, whispering without disturbing others. 
Then I recite any other chapter (Sürat) or any part of the Qur’an in both 
the first and second unit (Rak‘ah) of each prayer. 
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Then I say Takbeer 

(Allâhu Akbar) 

raising my hands up as I did in (Takbiratul-’lhràm), 
then I bow in (Rukü), putting my hands on my kneesO), the 
fingers spread apart, norjoined neither folded. I stretch my back 
fiat with my head, not lowering my head or raising it up, but 
leveled with my straightened back and looking at the spot of my 

prostration, then I say: 

(Subhana rabbiyal - ‘AZeem) 
“Glorified is my Lord, the Greatest” 

three times 

Then it’s Sunnah for me to say: 

(Subhânaka Allàhumma Rab-banâ wa 
bihamdika , allàhum- maghfirlee ) 

“Ô Allah, our Lord, Glory is to 
You and ail praises be to You, 

Ô Allah forgive me.”?) 
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Then I rise up from bowing (Ruku), 
raising my hands to the level of my shoulders, saying: 

(Sami‘ - Allâhu liman hamidah) 
Allàh hears the one who praises Him

“Ô Allàh our Lord ail praises

After the second prostration in the 
second Rak’ah I say Allâhu Akbar (Allah is the greatest ), to sit for the first 
Testimony ( al-Tashahhud )( 1 ), and I say: 

(At- tahyatu lillahi was-salawâtu wat-tayyibatu as-salamu ‘alayka ’ayyuhan- 
Nabiyyu wa rahmat ullahi wa barakatuhu, as-salamu ‘alayna wa‘ala ‘ibadil- 
lahis- saliheen. Ashhadu an la ilaha illàl-lahu wa ashhadu anna 
Muhammadan abduhu wa Rasuluhu) 

“Ail the compliments, prayers and good things are due to Allah. Peace be 
upon you, O Prophet, and Allah’s mercy and blessing be upon you. Peace be 
upon us and upon the true pious devotees of Allah. I testify that none has 
the right to be worshipped but Allah, and I testify that Muhammad is his 

slave and his Messenger.”(2)

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After reciting the Tashahhud , I make salutation (Tasleem)(i), saying

“Peace be upon you and the Mercy of Allâh” 

Turning to the right, then I salute (Tasleem) for the second time and 

turn to the left. 
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After I finish the prayer, I ask Allah for forgiveness three times, then I say: 

(Allàhumma Antas salâmu waminkas salâmu 
tabàrakta yà dhaljalâli wal ikràm) (1) 

Allah, You are peace, and peace cornes from you, 
blessed You are, Ô Possessor of Glory and Honour”

Recite Ayatul-Kursi (The Throne) (4 after each prayer. 

Sürat AL-lkhlàs (The purity ) once 
Sürat Al-Falaq (The day break) once 
Sürat An-Nàs (Mankind) (5) once 

Recite the above three Sürats three times after Fajr and Maghrib prayer.

nan: Are the acts recommended to be performed, 
and not recommended to be left by a muslim. 

Placing the right hand over the left hand. 

Looking at the spot of prostration. 

Reciting the Qur’ân out loud in (Fajr, Maghrib and ‘Ishà’ 
prayers). 

Saying Âmeen after reciting Al-Fàtihah. 

Reciting any other Sürat or any part of the Qur’ân after 
al-Fâtihah. 

Raising both hands when bowing and rising from bowing. 
Glorifying Allah when bowing and prostrating. 

Placing the hands on the thighs, near the knees, during 
Tashahhud. 

The first Tashahhud, sitting for it. 

Sending blessing upon the Prophet j|| after the last 
Tashahhud. 

Tawwaruq (erecting the right foot, putting the left foot under 
the right leg and putting the posterior on the ground) in the 
second sitting of Tashahhud. Ifterash (holding the right foot 
erect and spreading out the left one) in others. 

Supplicating after the last Tashahhud. 

Maintaining reverence and humility during prayer. 


Common Mistakes During Prayer 


Uttering the intention for the prayer out loud. 

Reciting the Qur’ân loudly, the Opening Supplication or 
any other supplication in a way which disturbs the 
worshippers. 

Leaning on a wall or a pôle in obligatory prayer. 

Not keeping the back straight while standing, bowing, 
prostrating or sitting. 

Adding the word (wa-sh shukr) when arising from bowing, 
(i.e. Rabbanâ wa lakal hamd wa shukr), because it has not 
been proven to say according to the prophet «H after 
bowing. 

When arriving at the mosque late, wait for the Imam to rise 
from prostration, or sit until he rises, but do not join him in 
prayer immediately. Join the Imam only if he is standing or 
bowing .The correct action is to join him in the prayer 
immediately in any case. 

Not prostrating on the seven parts of the body: the forehead 
including the nose, both hands, both knees, and the 
extremes of the feet. 

Ik‘aa: holding the feet erect and sitting on the heels, 
spreading his fore-arms like the spreading of a dog. 

It’s strictly prohibited to précédé the Imam in prayer, moving 
the eyes in ail directions and looking here and there. The 
Prophet said “It’s a way of stealing by which Satan takes 
a way (a portion) from the prayer of the person” (narrated by 
al-Bukhàrï). 




Bowing right away if he finds the Imam in (Ruku‘). The right 
way is to start with the Opening Takbeer while standing, then 
he bows in (Ruku‘), raising his hands when saying (Allàhu 
Akbar), standing straight and then bows down. 

It’s forbidden to hurry oneself to the mosque or when the Imam 
is bowing down in (Ruku‘). Not assembling in a straight and 
complété row and leave spaces between the worshippers. 
Going to the mosque after eating onions, garlic or smoking, 
or anything with a strong and offending odour which may 
disturb worshippers. 

Loss of tranquility in prayer, the Prophet «|§ ordered the one 
who didn’t pray correctly to pray again, because he didn’t 
maintain calmness. 

Making another congrégation prayer in the same mosque 
while the Imam is still performing prayer with the first group. 
Reciting prayer invocations which are not recited in a spécifie 
position, and delaying in following the Imam. 

Moving frequently during prayer, tampering with the nose, 
playing with the wrist watch and mobile phone, scratching 
the head or adjusting the clothes. 

Performing prayer with sleep wear, transparent clothing or 
dirty one. 

Shaking the head while saying the two salutations. 
(Tasleem). 

Not suppressing yawning, gazing around or covering the 
mouth without reason. 
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Prayer manners 

A muslim shouldn’t go to the mosque after eating onions, garlic or 
smoking, or anything having strong offending odour which may disturb 
the worshippers. The Prophet |f| said: “ Whoever eats garlic or onion 
should keep away from us”, or he said “Let him stay at home”.”* 1 ). 

A muslim must keep the mosque clean because it is the house of Allah. 
Going early to the mosque and walking with humility and tranquility, 'Abu 
Huraira (may Allah be pleased with him) narrated that he heard the 
Messenger of Allah H; saying: “ When the Iqamah is called for the 
prayer, you don’t corne running, but you walk with tranquility, pray 
whichever part you catch up, and complété whichever part you 
missed.”* 2 ). It’s désirable to go early to the mosque. The Prophet *!§ 
said: “ The best men’s prayer rows are the first and the worst are the last, 
while the best of the women’s prayer rows are the last and the worst are 
the first”. P). 

Supplication upon entering and leaving the mosque. The Prophet «H 
used to say when he entered the mosque : 

(A’udhu bil-lâhil-AZeem wa bi-wajhehil- Kareem, wa Sultanihel 
Qadeem minash-Shaytâ nir-rajeem) 

“I seek refuge in Allah, the Suprême and in His Noble face and His 
eternal authority from the accursed Satan." narrated by Abü Dawüd. 
Not to sit until praying two units (Rak’ahs), the Prophet *|§ said: “ When 
one of you enters the mosque, he should pray two units(Rak’ahs) before 
sitting down.’W. 

It’s forbidden to raise the voice in the mosque during conversation, or 
while reciting the Qur’ân because this may disturb the other 
worshippers. The Prophet ^ said: “ One who prays is in contact with his 
Lord, so let him concentrate on Whom he is in contact with, and do not 
raise your voices on one another with the Qur’ân” or he said “in the 
prayer"* 5 );. 

The Prohet m said: “ When anyone of you enters the mosque, let him 
send peace upon the Prophet, then let him say: 

(Allâhumma ’lftah IT ’abwâba rahmatik) 

“Oh Allah open to me the gates of Your mercy” 

And when he leaves, let him say: 

(Allâhumma ’innï ’as’aloka min fadlik) 

“O Allâh I ask you from Your favour."* 6 );
